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INCREASE  IN  URUGUAYAN  WOOL  CLIP  IN  1929 

The  Uruguayan  wool  clip  for  1929  is  estimated  at  150,000,000  pounds 
according  to  a  preliminary  estimate  cabled  £rom  the  International  Institute 
of  Agriculture.     This  is  an  increase  of  approximately  8  per  cent  compared" 
with  last  year's  clip.    The  above  estimate  refers  to  wool  shorn  during  the 
last  few  months  of  the  present  calendar  year  for  export  during  the  season 
October  1929  to  September  1930.    An  earlier  cable  reported  the  Argentine 
clip  at  330,000,000  pounds  against  343,000,000  pounds  last  year.    Thus  the 
clip  from  both  of  these  principal  South  American  countries  for  1929  is 
slightly  under  last  year,  the  total  being  480,000,000  against  482,000,000 
pounds  in  1928. 


CURRENT  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

In  the  British  pork:  market,  prices  of  American  green  bellies  at  Liver- 
pool continued  "be  rise  and  for  the  week  ending  October  30  were  57  cents  per 
100  pounds  above  the  preceding  week  and  only  G  cents  uider  a  year  ago,  accord- 
ing to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  at  London.    American  short 
cut  green  hams  declined  still  further  to  $22.29  per  100  pounds  while  prime 
steam  western  lard  fell  further  to  $12.28.    Receipts  of  fat  hogs  at  certain 
markets  were  880  above  the  preceding  week  but  considerably  under  a  year  ago. 

Prices  of  hogs  at  the  Berlin  market  made  a  5  cent  gain  per  hundred 
pounds  for  the  week  ending  October  30  and  were  $1.99  above  a  year  ago,  accord- 
ing to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Steere  at  Berlin.  The 
quotation  for  the  preceding  week  was  the  lowest  price  quoted  for  about  three 
months.     Lard  at  Hamburg  continued  the  downward  tendency  of  several  weeks  and 
was  $1.29  per  100  pounds  belovr  a  year  ago.     Hog  receipts  at  14  markets  were 
536  below  the  preceding  week  and  about  9000  below  last  year,  but  above  the 
average  for  the  preceding  month.. 

Recent  improved  tone  of  Bradford  wool  market  has  been  maintained  tut  the 
wages  dispute  prevents  favorable  outlook,  according  to  a  cable  from  Consul 
Thomson.     Top  and  yarn  quotations  are  unchanged  but  considerable  business  was 
transacted  in  piece  goods,  particularly  fine  worsteds.    Machinery  activity 
shows  definite  though  perhaps  temporary  improvement.    Quotations  on  home  grown 
wool  offered  at  Bradford^iave  been  unchanged  during  the  past  five  weeks. 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

Wheat  production  in  1929 

The  1929  wheat  production  in  31  countries  has  been  reported  at  2,894,- 
397,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  11.4  per  cent  from  the  3,265,036,000  bushels 
produced  in  the  same  countries  in  1928  when  they  represented  nearly  85  per  cent 
of  the  estimated  world  total  production  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China.  The 
estimate  of  the  production  in  Australia  has  been  reduced  from  11,912,000  bushels 
to  11,532,000  bushels.     The  estimates  of  Hungary  and  Bulgaria  have  been  revised 
upward  and  are  now  placed  at  71,833,000  bushels  and  34,465,000  bushels  respective- 
ly.    The  two  latter  estimates  were  received  too  late  to  be  included  in  the  totals 
given  in  the  table  on  page  7' 1-2. 

Foreign  crop  conditions 

Europe 

The  seeding  of  the  winter  grains  is  progressing  satisfactorily  over  the 
greater  part  of  Europe,  according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Commissioner 
L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin.     Sains  were  general  over  Europe  during  the  week  ended 
October  31  and  moisture  conditions  are  now  considered  satisfactory.     These  rains 
were  especially  beneficial  in  the  Balkans  where  droughty  conditions  had  prevailed. 
Rains  ftfll  in  Russia  along  the  Black  Sea  coast  and  in  central  and  western  Russia. 

Southern  Hemisphere 

Temperatures  in  the  wheat  districts  of  Argentina  were  about  normal  dur- 
ing the  week  ended  October  28,  according  to  reports  received  by  the  United 
States  Weather  Bureau.    Rainfall  was  decidedly  less  than  the  previous  week  but 
was  still  above  the  seasonal  average.     The  0. 9  inch  recorded  in  the  northern 
districts  was  0.1  inch  above  normal  and  the  1.3  inches  in  the  southern  districts 
was  0.7  inch  above  normal.     G-ood  rains  were  reported  over  the  wheat  areas  of 
New  South  Wales  and  Queensland.     Some  rain  fell  in  Victoria  with  the  exception 
of  the  northwestern  part.     Only  light  showers  were  reported  in  South  Australia 
and  West  Australia.     The  condition  of  the  wheat  crop  continues  fairly  satisfac- 
tory according  to  reports  to  the  Weather  Bureau. 

Movement  to  market 

United  States 

Exports  of  wheat  from  the  United  States  from  July  1  to  October  26  were 
61,35^.000  bushels  as  compared  with  65,545,000  bushels  during  the  same  period 
last  year.     Exports  during  the  week  ended  October  26  were  2,747,000  bushels 
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against  3,331,000  "bushels  during  the  week  ended  October  19  and  4,205,000  bushels 
during  the  week  ended  October  27,  1S28. 

Canada  ■' ■ 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Western  Grain  Division  of  Canada  on  October  25 
stood  at  151,616,000  bushels  against  142,204,000  bushels  on  October  18  and. 
123,262,000  bushels  on  October  26,  1928.    Receipts  at  Fort  Will iam-P or t'  Arthur 
during  the  week  ended  October  25  were  7,057,000  bushels  and  shipments  were      .  . 
5,545,000  bushels.     Receipts  at  Vancouver  wore  1,755,000  bushels  and  shipments 
were  951,000  bushels. 

Russia 

A  steady,  though  slight,  slackening  tendency  was  observed  up  to  October  20 
in  the  grain  procuring  operations  of  the  Soviet  State  and  cooperative  organiza- 
tions in  a  number  of  important  producing  regions,  according  to  a  cable  from  Agri- 
cultural Commissioner  L.  V.  St e ere  at  Berlin.     [[he  share  of  bread  grains  in  the 
total  grain  procurements  continues  unsatisfactory.    The  yearly  procuring  "plan" 
was  executed  to  the  extent  of  51  per  cent  for  all  grains  by  October  20,  but  the 
percentages  varied  for  different  crops,  being  as  follows:    wheat,  49  per  cent; 
rye  78  per  cent;  oats  83  per  cent  and  barley  105  per  cent.    'The  autumn  sowing 
campaign  is  developing  unsatisfactorily  in  important  regions.    Material  restric- 
tion of  the  acreage  on  the  part  of  the  rich  peasants  is  reported  by  the  Russian 
press.     The  sowing  plans  were  not  fully  executed  in  the  Steppe  region  of  Ukraine, 
an  important  winter  wheat  area,  and  in  the  northern  and  southeastern  sections  of 
the  Central  Black  Earth  region,  a  winter  rye  area. 

European  market  conditions  ■  - 

Western  European  grain  markets  were  improved  during  the  week  ended  October 
31,  according  to  Mr.  Steere.    Prices  on  the  central  Europe  an  markets  remained 
firm  as  a,  result  of  the  reduced  surpluses  in  the  Danubian  countries  and  shipping 
difficulties.     A  good  continental  demand  supported  barley  prices.     The  spot  price 
of  domestic  wheat  at  Hamburg  was  quoted  at  $1.50  per  bushel  on  October  30  against 
$1.61  on  October  23.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  rye  at  Berlin  was  quoted  at  $1.04 
on  October  30  against  $1.07  on  October  23.  .;.  ■' 

United  States  wheat  prices 

After  the  big  break  in  prices  during  the  closing  days  of  the  previous 
week,  the  wheat  markets  reacted  during  the  week  ended  October  31  and  prices  of 
futures  closed  at  about  the  same  level  as  before  the  break.     Along  with  the  re- 
action from  lower  prices,  reports  of  a  stronger  export  demand  and  higher  foreign

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WHEAT:     Weighted  average  cash  prices  at  stated  markets 
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prices  helped  to  strengthen  the  tone  of  the  domestic  markets.     December  futures 
at  Chicago  closed  at  123  cents  on  October  31,  one  cent  below  the  high  point  of 
the  week  but  eight  cents  above  the  close  on  October  24  as  compared  with  ll6  cents 
last  year.     The  December  close  at  Winnipeg  at  l4o  cents  was  also  eight  cents 
higher  than  a  week  ago,  while  at  Liverpool  the  close  was  134  cents  as  against 
130  cents  October  24  and  137  cents  a  rear  ago.    Buenos  Aires  prices  were  only 
slightly  stronger  and  February  futures  closed  at  119  cents  on  October  30  as 
compared  with  118  cents  October  23  and  lib  cents  last  year. 

The  last  break  in  wheat  prices  carried  the  weighted  average  cash  prices 
for  the  week  ended  October  25  down  to  the  lowest  levels  since  early  in  July  and 
in  the  case  of  hard  red  spring  to  the  lowest  level  this  crop  year.     The  prices 
of  all  classes  and  grades  at  six  markets  declined  six  cents  to  119  cents  or  the 
same  as  for  the  week  ended  -July  12,  as  compare ^  with  105  cents  last  year.     Ho.  2 
amber  durum  and  No.  1  dark  northern  spring  at  Minneapolis  declined  nine  and  seven 
cents  respectively  to  122  and  127  cents  respectively.     No.  2  hard  winter  at  Kansas 
City  and  No.  2  1  <=d  winter 'at  St.  Louis  each  declined  four  cents  to  117  and  123 
cents  respectively.     The  price  of  western  white",  as  indicated  by  the  average  of 
daily  cash  quotations  at  Seattle  declined  two  cents  to  117  cents  as  compared  with 
lib  cents  a  year  ago.     Cash  prices,   following  the  lead  of  futures,  have  strengthen- 
ed considerably  since  OctoL  c  25.     The  spread  between  cash  closing  prices  at 
Minneapolis  and  Winnipeg  narrowed  one  cent  during  the  week  to  11  cents  in  favor 
of  'Winnipeg  as  compared  with  a  three  cent  spread  during  the  same  week  last  year. 

Rye  production  in  1929 

The  1929  rye  production  in  19  European  countries  is  now  reported  at 
&'70,3o7,000  bushels  against  372,000,000  bushels  in  the  same  countries  in  1923. 
The  estimate  of  the  Austrian  production  has  been  reduced  from  19»255,000  bushels 
to  19,023,000  bushels  as  compared  with  the  final  estimate  of  19,920,000  bushels 
in  1923.     The  first  estimate  on  production  in  Estonia  is  5,799,000  bushels 
against  5,537,000  bushels  in  1928. 

.  FEED  GRAINS 
Barley. 

The  1929  barley  production  as  estimated  in  29  countries  now  totals 
1,331,150,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  3.3  Per  cent  from  the  production  in  the 
same  countries  last  year.    The  total  for  the  21  European  countries  reported, 
however,  is  7  per  cent  above  that  of  1928.     The  first  estimate  of  the  crop  in 
Latvia  is  8,750,000  bushels  compared  with  only  3,275,000  bushels  last  year. 
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The  previous  estimate  for  Austria  has  been  increased  a  little  so  that  it  is  now 
nearly  91  per  cent  of  the  1928  crop.    A  revision  of  the  previous  Hungarian  es- 
timate, received  too' late  to  be  included  in  the  production  table,  increases  the 
earlier  figure  by  about  700,000  bushels  to  29,441,000  bushels.     The  first  estimates 
of  the  1929  barley  area  sown  in  Latvia  and  Estonia  have  also  been  received  during 
the  past  week.    See  barley  acreage  and  production  tables,  pages  743  and  745. 

Shipments  of  barley  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the 
Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  amount  to  42,101,000 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  more  than  15  per  cent  from  the . shipments  during  the  same 
periods  last  year.    United  States  barley  exports  during  the  week  ended  October  26 
were  larger  than  for  any  of  the  preceding  three  weeks.     See  barley  trade  table, 
page  746. 

Danubian  barley  shipments  recently  have  been  reported  as  heavy,  but  the 
crop  movement  in  Bulgaria  and  Rumania  is  now  considerably  reduced.    A  good 
continental  demand.,  however,  is  strongly  supporting  barley  prices.    Poland  has 
continued  in.  the  market  with  barley  of  heavy  weight  and  satisfactory  quality  at 
reasonable  prices,  but  considerably  higher  prices  for  December  delivery  are  asked. 

United  States  barley  pi  ices  declined  a  little  during  the  week  ended  October 
25.    Ho;  2  barley  at  Minneapolis  decreased  2  ;cents  to  56  cents  per  bushel,  the  low- 
est'price  since  the  end  of  August,  compared  with  an  increase  of  3  cents  to  64  cents 
for  the  corresponding  week  last  year.     See  table  showing  barley  prices,  page  747. 

Stocks  of  barley  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada 
on  October  25  stood  at  20,025,000  bushels  compared  with  only  12,445,000  bushels 
on  the  same  date  last  year  and  4,826,000  bushels  in  1927.    Receipts  of  barley  at 
■Port'  William,  Port  Arthur  and  Vancouver  from  August  1  -  October  25  amounted  to 
9,660,000  bushels,  while  shipments,  during  the  same  period  totaled  1,948,000  bushels. 

Oats 

The  1929  oats  production  as  reported  in  26  countries  now  totals  3,187,570,000 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  8  per  cent  from  the  amount  produced  by  the  same  countries 
last  year.    The  total  for  the  20  European  countries  reported,  however,  is  7.2  per 
cent  above  that  of  1928.     The  first  estimate  of  the  crop  in  Latvia  is  more  than 
twice  as  large  as  that  of  last  year,  while  there  has  been  an  increase  of  almost 
250,000  bushels  in  the  earlier  figure  for  Estonia,  and  a  very  slight  decrease  in 
Austria.    The  first  estimates  of  the  1929  oats  area  sown  in  Latvia  and  Estonia  have 
also  been  received  during  the  past  week.     See  oats  acreage  and  production  tables, 
pages  743  and  745. 
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Exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  the  Danubian 
countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total  10,140,000  "bushels,  a 
decrease  of  almost  41  per  cent  from  the  exports  during  the  same  periods  last  year. 
United  States  oats  exports  during  the  week  ended  October  26  increased  very  slightly 
but  were  still  amost  negligible.     See  oats  export  ta"ble,  page  746.    United  States 
oats  prices  declined  a  little  during  that  week.     No.  3  white  oats  at  Chicago  fell 
one  cent  to  45  cents  per  "bushel,  the  lowest  price  since  the  end  of  August,  "but  3 
cents  above  the  price  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year.     See  §able  showing 
oats  prices,  page  747.     It  was  reported  at  the  middle  of  October  that  oats  prices 
in  Germany  were  slightly  firmer  for  immediate  delivery,  but  that  prices  for  future 
delivery  are  considerably  higher. 

Stocks  of  oats  in  store  in  the  Western  Gra.in  Inspection  Division  of  Canada 
on  October  25  stood  at  13,707,000  bushels  compared  with  only  7,450,000  bushels  on 
the  same  date  in  1928  and  3,588,000  "bushels  in  1927.    Receipts  of  oats  at  Fort 
William,  Port  Arthur  and  Vancouver  from  August  1  -  October  25  totaled  1,561,000 
"bushels,  while  shipments  during  the  same  period  amounted  to  3,600,000  "bushels. 

Corn 

The  1929  corn  production  as  reported  in  12  countries  totals  3,067,749,000 
bushels,  a  decrease  of  1,4  per  cent  from  that  harvested  by  the  same  countries  last 
year.     The  production  in  the  7  Bur  op  ear.  countries,  however,  is  still  more  than 
twice  as  large,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  first  estimate  for  Austria  is  more 
than  7  per  cent  below  that  of  last  year.    A  decrease  in  the  previous  estimate  of 
the  Rumanian  crop,  received  too  late  to  be  included  in  the  corn  production  table, 
lowers  the  figure  by  about  6,700,000  bushels  to  236,207,000  bushels,  while  the 
latest  estimate  of  the  exportable  surplus  from  that  country  is  a  little  below 
100,000,000  bushels.    Another  revision  received  too  late  to  be  included  in  the 
table  is  an  increase  of  almost  250,000  bushels  in  the  Hungarian  crop,  raising  it 
to  a  total  of  76,570,000  bushels.     The  first  estimate  of  the  1929  area  sown  to 
corn  in  Austria  is  practically  the  same  as  that  of  last  year,     See"corn  acreage 
and  product  ion  tables,  page  744. 

Net  exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States,  Argentina,  the  Damibian 
countries,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  as  far  as  reported  for  the  crop  year 
begirning  November  1,  1928,  total  267,311,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  more  than 
17  per  cent  from  the  amount  exported  during  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding 
year.    United  States  corn  exports  during  the  week  ended  October  26  were  smaller 
than  for  the  preceding  week.    Argentine  exports,  on  the  other  hand,  increased  a 
little  during  that  week.     See  corn  trade  table,  page  746. 

United  Stater,  corn  prices  declined  somewhat  during  the  week  ended  October 
25.    The  cash  price  of  No.  3  yellow  corn  at  Chicago  dropped  3  cents  to  92  cents 
per  bushel  compared  with  98  cents  last  year,  while  December  futures  declined  one 
cent  to  92  cents  as  compared  with  81  cents  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year. 
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Buenos  Aires  quotations  on  Argentine  corn  declined  several  cents  to  84  and  86 
cents  for  November  and  February  delivery,  respectively,  compared  with  96  amd 
97  cents  for  November  and  December  delivery  in  1928.     See  table  showing  corn 
prices,  page  747. 

In  Denmark  at  the  middle  of  October  prices  of  both  Argentine  and 
Danubian  corn  became  firmer  for  winter  and  spring  delivery.    Some  quantities 
of  white  African  corn  were  expected  to  be  imported  into  Europe. 


TOPACCO 

The  German  tobacco  area  in  1929 

The  area  planted  to  tobacco  in  Germany  in  .1929  is  placed  at  23,664  acres, 
compared  with  34 s. 582  acres  in  1928,  according  to  a  preliminary  official  estimate. 
While  the  reduction  of  acreage  this  season  war;  3.7  per  cent,  the  decrease  in  the 
number  of  tobacco  planters  was  about  8  per  cent.  No  figures  for  the  1929  produc- 
tion are  available j  however,  a  German  trade  report  at  the  end  of  September,  quoted 
by  Vice  Consul  J.  E.  Black  at  Bremen,  states  that  the  same  quantity  of  tobacco 
was  produced  this  year  as  in  1928,  when  the  crop  amounted  to  approximately 
52,000,000  pounds .     The  quality,  however,  is  stated  to  be  better  than  that  of 
the  1923  crop.     The  leaves  are  somewhat  smaller  but  lighter,  having  a  satisfactory 
color  and  good  burning  qualities.

EUROPEAN  BUTTER  MARKETS  CONTINUE  FIRM:     Only  very  slight  declines  from  the 
previous  week's  quotations  were  reported  as  of  October  31,  on  the  principal  butter 
markets  of  Europe.     The  Copenhagen  official  quotation  was  equivalent  to  39.6  cents 
per  pound  against.  40.4  cents  the  previous  Thursday  and  a  year  age.    New  Zealand 
butter  in  London  was  equivalent  to  58. 6  cents  a  pound  against  39.0  a  week  earlier 
and  38.4  a  year  ago.    New  York,  92  score,  was  lower  than  the  previous  week  by  14. 
cents  at  44.0  cents  and  5  cents  lower  than  a  i  ear  ago.    The  margin  over  Copenhagen 
in  favor  of  New  York  is  thus  slightly  more  than  4  cents  as  compared  with  9  cents 
at  this  time  last  year.     Shipments  afloat  from  the  southern  hemisphere  should  soon 
reach  a  volume  of  some  importance  but  as  yet  arc  comparatively  light.    Prom  New 
Zealand,  Australia  and  Argentina,  the  combined  shipments  afloat  amounted  on  October 
26  to  16,638,000  as  compared  with  22,400,000  pounds  on  October  27,  1928.  Shipments 
are  now  lighter  than  a  year  ago  from  each  of  these  countries,  amounting  to 
10,696,000  pounds,  5,320,000  pounds  and  672,000  pounds,  respectively  as  against 
corresponding  figures  for  October  27,  1928,  of  12,600,000  pounds,  3,568,000  pounds 
and  1,232,000  pounds.    For  detailed  comparative  statement  of  prices  as  cabled  by 
American  Agricultural  Commissioners,  see  page  751. 
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THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET :     Prices  on  the  Liverpool  fruit  auction  on  Wednes- 
day, October  30,  for  most  varieties  of  barreled  and  boxed  apples,  were  somewhat 
lower  than  last  week,  according  to  a  cable  from  P.  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  in  Europe.     The  prices  were  much  higher 
than  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year.    Barreled  and  boxed  apples  offerings 
were  in  generally  good  condition.    Barreled  apples  were  in  liberal  supply bat 
American  boxed  apples  were  in  light  supply,  only  Oregon  and  Washington  Jonathans 
being  sold  in  sufficient  quantities  to  establish  a  market.     See  Foreign  Service 
release  A-2S3,  October  31,  1929. 

THE  BRITISH  CITRUS  FRUIT  MARKET:     California  Valencia  oranges  brought  $4. IS- 
$5.08  per  box  on  the  Liverpool  auction  Wednesday,  October  30,  according  to  a  cable 
from  F.  A.  Motz,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe. 
This  is  considerably  higher  than  the  price  of  $3.41  to  $4.38  received  on  October  9. 
Porto  Rican  grapefruit  brought  $5.35  to  $6.57  while  Jamaican  grapefruit  sold  for 
$4.87  to  $5.45. 

nUTJT  SITUATION  IN  RIT/ANIA:    A  long  hard  winter  which  lasted  until  the 
end  of  March,  as  well  as  late  spring,  frosts,  seriously  affected  the  1929  walnut 
crop  in  Rumania  and  in  spite  of  favorable  conditions  since  the  month  of  June  the 
crop  will  hardly  be  mere  than  about  three-fourths  of  normal,  according  to  a  re- 
port received  from  Consul  J.  J{.  Childs  at  Bucharest.     The  average  production 
in  normal  years  ranges  from  1-5,500  to  17,500  short  tons.     Dealers  claim  that  the 
1929  crop  will  not  exceed  8,800  short  tons  but  Consul  Childs  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  crop  will  amount  to  at  least  11,600  short  tons.    Dealers  estimate  that 
the  crop  last  year  amounted  to  only  11,500  short  tons  but  Consul  Childs  states 
that  this  estimate  should  be  increased  to  about  20,900  short  tons. 

CUBAN  WINTER  VEGETABLE  CROP:    From  the  standpoint  of  nrices,  it  appears 
that  there  is  but  little  change  in  the  outlook  for  the  Cuban  winter  vegetable 
crop,  according  to  a  report  from  Consul  General  Keena  at  Havana.     However,  the 
plantings  are  reported  to  be  smaller  than  last  year,  as  shippers  and  banks  have 
loaned  little  or  no  money  to  the  planters.     Credits  are  restricted  because  the 
threatened  higher  tariff  in  the  United  States  has  brought  an  element  of  uncer- 
tainty into  the  situation.     Tomatoes  and  peppers  will  first  be  shipped  in  Novem- 
oer,  if  there  is  no  radical  change  in  weather  affecting  the  plantings.  Shipments 
will  be  heaviest  during  November,  December,  and  January,    if  prices  in  the  United 
States  are  low  for  tomatoes  in  November,  it  is  possible  that  a  ^reat  port  of  the 
Cuban  production  will  be  canned  for  local  consumption . since  there  are  at  present 
about  fifteen  canneries  in  Cuba  r^ady  to  save  the  crop  by  canning  the  surplus. 
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HI  HE  MONTHS1  LIVESTOCK  AHD  .MEAT  MOVEIvIEFT  IN  CANADA:     Ee?;er  cattle,  calves 
and  hogs  and  more  sheep  were  sold  on  stockyards  during  the  first  nine  months  of 
1929  than  during  1928.     Inspected  slaughter  of  cattle  and  calves  increased  2  per 
cent  for  the  same  period  while  hog  slaughter  decreased  10  per  cent.  Exports 
of  live  hogs,  principally  to  the  United  States,  fell  off  considerably  while 
adult  cattle  exports  were  also  lower.     Slightly  larger  numbers  of  calves  and 
sheep  were  exported. 

Cattle  and  calves:     The  number  of  adult  cattle  sold  on  stockyards  for  the  nine 
month  period  was  11  per  cent  under  last  year  while  the  number  of  calves  sold  in- 
creased slightly.     Inspected  slaughter  of  cattle  and -calves  estimated  at 
812,000  was  2  per  cent  under  1928.    Although  the  autumn  clearance  of  cattle  off 
pastures  commenced  three  to  four  weeks  earlier  than  last  year,  the  September 
run  to  western  yards  was  below  that  of  September  1928.    A  survey  of  cattle  qual- 
ity suggest  the  reason  for  the  earlier  movement,  according  to  the  September 
Canadian  Livestock  Market  and  Meat  Trade  Review.    Dried  up  pastures  and  lack 
of  water  were  responsible  for  the  forced  movement  of  a  heavy  volume  of  immature 
and  unfinished  cattle.     While  prices  of  stocksrs  and  feeders  are  more  a t tractive 
than  for  some  years  in  relation  to  market  prospects,  there  is  an  apparent  lack 
of  interest  due  to  shortage  of  feed.     Store  cattle'  trade  at  Toronto  was  dull  at.  . 
$2.00  per  hundred  pounds  below  a  year  ago.     The  top  price  of  1000-1200  pound  butch) 
steers  was  $10.50  for  the  month,  compared  with  $12.35  a  year  ago  and  $11.35 
in  August  192S.    At  Winnipeg,  some  of  the  strong  weight  "butcher  steers  brought 
as  high  as  $9.50  against  $11.25  a  year  ago.    Most  of  the  good  steers  moved  between 
4)7.50  and  $8.50  and  the  plain  steers  from  $6.00  to  $7.00,    Good  stockers  sold  at 
an  average  of  $7.23  against  $8.84  a  year  ago  and  good  feeders  at  -¥7.41  against 
$9.84  last  year.    Nine  months  exports  of  cattle  and  calves  to  the  United  States 
reached  181,000,  an  increase  of  1  per  cent  over  last  year,  while  beef  exports  to 
this  country  at  20,384,000  pounds  decreased  8  per  cent. 

Hogs:     Hog  marketings  at  stock-yards  for  nine  months  at  753,000  were  9  per  cent 
under  last  year,  with  inspected  slaughter  10  per  cent  below  1928  for  the  same 
period.    Hog  prices  took  a  slurp  in  September,  but  it  required  a  very  heavy 
pressure  from  the  buying  and  to  effect  this,  according  to  the  Canadian  Livestock 
Market  Meat  Trade.     Top  prices  for  select  bacon  hogs  at  all  centers  ranged  from 
$1.25  to  $2.00  per  100  pounds  lower  than  August  prices.    At  Toronto  the  September 
top^ price  was  $13.50  against  $15.50  in  August  and  $14.50  in  September  a  year  ago. 
At  Winnipeg  the  September  price  was  $12.25  against  $14.25  in  August.     The  average 
price  for  all  descriptions  for  September  at  Toronto  at  $12.10  was  $1.00  below 
September  a  year  ago.    Exports  of  live  hogs  to  the  United  States  for  9  months  of 
1929  numbered  only  1,730  against  20,103  in  1S28.    Bacon  exports  to  this  country 
also  decreased  while  total  exports  mostly  to  the  United  Kingdom  fell  36  per  cent 
to  22,242,000  pounds. 
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Sheep  and  lamps:    About  15'/'  more  sheep  were  sold  on  stockyards  during  the  first 
nine  months  of  the"  year " than" f or  the  same  period  last  year,  while  16  per  cent 
more  were  slaughtered.    The  increased  marketing  of  sheep  is  attributed  to  in- 
creased production  rather  than  forced  liquidation,  according  to  the  Canadian  re- 
port.    Prices  made  the  usual  seasonal  decline. 

FOREIGN  POEK  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

Great  Britain 

The  average  of  weekly  prices  for  American  cured  pork  products  on  the 
Liverpool  market  up  to  October  2?  were  lower  than  for  September  and  also  "below 
October  a  year  ago,  the  same  being  true  of  lard,  according  to  cabled  advices 
from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  at  London.     However,  according  to  the  lat- 
est quotation  for  the  week  ending  October  23  on  American  green .bellies ,  there 
was  a  rise  of  22  cents  per  100  pounds  over  the  preceding  week.    Danish  Wiltshires 
showed  a  strengthening  tendency  during  October  compared  with  the  last  few  weeks 
of  September  and  the  average  for  the  month  was  $2,54  above  a  year  ago. 

Although  there  wasva  seasonal  increase  in  domestic  pork  supolies  at  London 
Central  Market  in  September  compared  with  August,  total  supplies  from  British 
sources'  for  this  season  aggregated  54,815,000  pounds  up  to  the  end  of  September, 
a  decrease  of  10  per  cent  compared  with  the  corresponding  period  of  1927-28.  A 
twenty  per  cent  reduction  in  hog  numbers  in  June  1929  points  to  a  continuation  of 
reduced  supplies  during  the  ea'rly  part  of  next  season.    Simultaneously  with  the 
seasonal  increase  in  domestic  supplies,  imports  of  cured  pork  products  fell  off 
slightly  but  were  higher  than  last  year  for  both  bacon  and  hams.     Imports  of 
Danish  bacon  were  slightly  larger  than  in  August  and  15  per  cent  above  a  year  ago, 
although  for  the  season  up  to  the  end  of  September  the  volume  was  10  per  cent 
less  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last  season- 
Lard  imports  during  September  were  below  August  but  above  a  year  ago. 
Stocks  at  Liverpool  at  the  end  of  the  month  were  reduced  from  August  but  consid- 
erably higher  than  a  year.  ago.     Imports  of  lard  for  this  season  up  to  September 
are  below  last  •sea.scn  but  above  the  four  preceding  seasons. 

Germany 

Current  weekly  prices  -for  heavy  hogs  at  Berlin  fluctuated  during  most  of 
October  and,  for  ths  week  ending  October  23,  at.  $1.3.26  per  100  pounds  were  below 
the  preceding  week  although  considerably  above  a  year  ago.     The  average  for  most 
of  October  remained  at  $18.60  per  100  pounds  the  same  as  September  but  about 
^2.50  above  October  1928.    Hog  slaughtering  in  German:,'-  continues  under  last  season 
while  oacon  imports  are  running  considerably  larger.     Increased  breeding  opera- 
tions as  indicated  in  the  September  returns  of  the  number  of  brood  sows,  etc., 
appear  to  be  favored  by  the  relatively  low  prices  of  feeding  potatoes  and  barley.

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PORK  MARKET  CONDITIONS  -  SEPTEMBER,  CONT'D 

The  average  price  of  lard  at  Hamburg  for  the  .week  ending  October  25  at 
$13.26  per  100  pounds  7/as  lower  than  for  any -week  for  several  years.     The  average 
for  most  of  October  was  below  September  and  also  below  any  month  for  several 
years.     September  lard  imports  at  13,007,000  pounds  were  only  slightly  under 
those  for  August  but  about-  12-per  cent  below  September  a  year  ago.     The  season's 
total  up  to  September  30,  however,  exceeded  last  season's  by  10  per  cent. 

Denmark  :. 

Preliminary  returns  of  bacon  exports  from  Denmark  for  September  as  compiled 
from  weekly  reports  show  a  decrease  compared  with  August.    Por  the  season  up  to 
September  30,  exports  aggregated  approximately  538,000,000  pounds,  a  decrease  of 
3  per  cent  compared  with  1927-28..    A  probable;  increase  in  Danish  slaughtering  is 
indicated  by  the  9  per  cent  increase  in  Danish  hog  number's  shown  in  the  returns 
for  July  1929  and  the  smaller  pork  supplies  in  Great  Britain,  together  with  the 
current ^  good  prices  being  paid  for  Danish  Wilt shires  on  the  British  market. 
Danish  Wiltshire  sides  on  the  London  market  'for  the  weeks  ending  October  16  and 
23  brought  $24.55  per  100  pounds  which  was  $3.59  cents  above  the  same  weeks  in 
1928. 

United  States  and  Canada _ 

Estimated  hog  numbers  in  Ontario  as  of  June  15,  1929  total  1,681,000,  a 
decrease  of  8  per  cent"  compared  with  1928.     This  is  the  lowest  number  reported  in 
that  province  since  1925.     In  1928  Ontario  had  41$  of  the  total  hogs  in  Canada. 
Inspected  hog  slaughter  in. Canada  for  September  was  below  August  and  also  below 
a  year  ago.     The  total  for  the  season  up  to  September  50  was  9  per  cent  under  the 
preceding  season.     Canadian  bacon  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  were  reduced  in 
September  and  for  the  season  up  to  September  30  were  about  14,000,000  pounds  below 
the  preceding  season.     In  the  United  States,  September  hog  slaughter  estimated  at 
3,104,000  was  under  August  cut  approximately  600,000  over  the  same  month  a  year 
ago. 

The  average  of  packers'  and  shippers'  prices  for  hogs  at  Chicago  declined 
still  further  for  the  first  four  weeks  of  October  to  $9.45  per  100  pounds,  which 
was  39  cents  under  the  September  average  and  a  few  cents  below  October  a  year  ago.  ■ 
The  Chicago  average  price  of  No.  3  Yellow  corn  remained  firm  at  $1.80  per  100  pounds 
which  is  the  highest  average  reached  this  season  and  is  8  cents  above  October  1923, 
Prime  steam  western  lard  averaged  $31.31  per  100  pounds,  a  decrease  of  50  cents 
compared  with  September.    Lard  stocks  in  cold  storage  at  the  end  of  September  at 
153,494,00o  oounds  were  15  per  cent  below  August,  but  20  per  cent  above  a  year  ago. 
Bacon  exports  for  September  fell  below  A^ust  but  were  considerably  ahead  of  last 
year  for  the  same  month,  while  the  total  for  the  season  estimated  at  123,384,000 
pounds  was  10  per  cent  above  the  1927-28  season..    September  exports 'of  hams  and 
shoulders  exceeded  last  September's  exports  but  the  total  for  the  season  so  far  is 
under  last  season's  figures.    Lard  exports  for  September  exceeded  those  for  August 
and  the  exports  for  the  month  as  well  as  for  the  season  considerably  exceeded  last  I 
year's  totals.     See  detailed  tables,  pages  747  and  748. 
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FOREIGN  DAIRY  CONDITIONS 


European  "butter  markets  continued  relatively  firm  during  the  month  of 
October.     The  New  York  price  margin  over  Copenhagen  averaged  5  cents  for  the 
month  as  compared  with  3  cents  in  October  of  last  year.     Lower  domestic  prices 
this  fall  than  last  account  for  must  of  the  difference  in  the  margin,  while 
foreign  quotations  still  continue  somewhat  above  those  of  a  year  ago.  Contri- 
buting to  the  recent  strength  of  European  markets  are  the  heavy  seasonal  decline 
in  the  European  butter  output,  diversion  of  early  New  Zealand  shipments  to 
Canada  and  some  backwardness  in  the  Australian  and  Argentine  seasons  just  be- 
ginning.    Stocks  in  the  Eitropean  markets  are  still  affected  by  the  prolonged 
drought  which  limited  the  summer  output  on  the  Continent.    Normally  arrivals  of 
New  Zealand  and  Australian  butter  are  not  of  importance  until  well  into  November 
and  it  is  now  apparent  that  southern  hemisphere  supplies  in  any  considerable 
volume  will  reach  European  markets  later  than  usual. 

Importation  of  dairy  products  into  the  United  States  is  still  limited, 
accordingly,  to  cheese,  the  quantity  of  which  was  much  less  in  October  than  a 
year  ago,  and  to  cream  and  milk  from  Canada,  the  importation  of  which  continues 
to  be  well  maintained  despite  the  fifty  per  cent  increase  in  import  duty  effec- 
tive June  13,  1929.

FOREIGN  DAi^  CONDITIONS,  COhT'D 

August  -production  in  Few  Zealand  heavier  than  last  season.* 

The  first  month  of  the  new  dairy  season  in  New  Zealand  was  marked  "by  a 
material  increase  in  the  total  quantity  of  butterfat  produced  over  that  of  the 
opening  of  last  season.    Butter  graded  during  August  amounted  to  6,603,000  pounds 
or  3.5  per  cent  more  than  in  August,  1928.     Cheese  graded  amounted  to  1,173,000 
pounds  against  1,691,200  pounds  in  August  of  last  year.     In  terms  of  butterfat 
produced,  as  .estimated  by  the  Hew  Zealand  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  dairy 
output  for  the  opening  month  was  heavier  than  that  of  last  season  by  somewhat 
more  than  1  per  cent.     This  is  significant  since  the  past  season  was  one  of  record 
production,  the  butterfat  produced  having  exceeded  that  of  the  1927-28  season  by 
10.9  per  cent.    With  the  stability  that  normally  marks  ,sNew  Zealand  weather  con- 
ditions as  affecting  pasture,  such  continued  increase  in  dairy' production  reflects 
the  improvement  noted  particularly  in  recent  years  in  the  fertility  of  grass  lands 
and  in  quality  as  well  as  numbers  of  cows  milked.     The  New  Zealand  dairy  industry- 
appears  to  be  started  upon  another  record  year.     It  appears,  also,  that  Canada  is 
again  to  take  considerable  quantities  of  New  Zealand  butter  this  year. 

Australian  season  backward 

Australian  dairy  sections  were  generally  in  need  of  rain  according  to  lat- 
est reports  in  early  October.    Arrivals  of  butter  at  important  grading  and  shipp- 
ing centers  as  late  as  September  21  were  materially  lighter  than  for  the  corres- 
ponding periods  of  last  season.     Australian  pasture  conditions  are  so  highly 
variaole  that  the  present  backwardness  of  the  season  might  be  overcome  at  any  time 
and  a  record  season  still  develop.     lie  turns  to  Australian  dairymen  have  been  en- 
cour aging  in  recent  years  and  a  favorable  turn  in  weather  conditions  would  quickly 
result  in  heavy  supplies  of  batter  from-  that  country,  principally  in  the  markets 
of  Great  Britain,  Australian  butter. is  new  quite  effectually  barred  by  high  duties 
from  Canadian  and  United  States  markets,  the  tariffs • applying  to  Australian  butter 
in  these  countries  having  been  raised  to  compensate  for  the  export  bounty  now  paid 
Australian  exporters  by.  producers  under  the  Pater son  plan. 

British  butter  markets  firm  and  quiet 

The  London  butter  market  Continued'1  to  the  end  of  October  with  light  current 
supplies  resulting  in  firmness  and.  with  prospective  arrivals  from  the  southern 
hemisphere  toning,  on  the  other  hand,  to  cause .caution  in  buying.     Imports  during 
September  amounted  to  41,642,000  pounds  against  o8,-982,000  pounds  in  August.  From 
New  Zealand  September  imports  amounted  to  4,040,000  pounds  against  4,820,000  pounds 
in  August  _„nd  517,000  pounds  in  September,  1928.    Australian  sxipplies  lave  not 
arrived  in  any  such  increased  volume.     September  imports  from  Australia  totaled 
1,891,000  pounds  as  compared  with  1,451,000  pounds  in  August  and  1,215,000  pounds 
in  September  of  last  year.    London  prices  of  butter  at  the  end  of  October  are  prac- 
tically the  same  as  a  year  ago.

Germany  imported  28,439  > 000'  pounds  of  "butter  during  September  against 
23,810,000  pounds  in  September  of  last  year  at  prices  averaging  the  equivalent 
of  about  2  cents  a  pound  higher.     The  September  imports  were  somewhat  lighter 
than  August  imports  of  29,321,000  pounds,  supporting  the  view  expressed  in 
foreign  market  reviews. that  the  high  prices  recently  prevailing  might  be  a 
limiting  factor  in  current  European  consumption.     Obviously,  under  existing 
conditions  of  declining  production  and  light  supplies  on  the  continent  and  the 
anticipation  of  substantial  arrivals  in  the  near  future  from  the  southern  hem- 
isphere prevailing  prices  are.  not  encouraging  to  buying  except  for  current  needs.

sent  to  Russia  and  Japan.    Eo reign  countries  took  less,  wheat  and  flour 
during  September  this  year  than  last  but  to'-tal  exports,  for.  the  three  months 
ending  September  30,  1929  were  11%  above  those  for  the  same,  period  a  year 
ago.     The  export  movement  of  fruits  and  tobacco  while  spmowhat  less  than 
those  for  the  same  month  last  year  continued  at  a  high  level.    Except  for 
September  last  year,  exports  of  cured  pork  in  September  1329  were  lower 
than  for  any  corresponding  month  during  the  last  15  years  and  exports  of 
lard  wore  loss  than  for  any  .September  since  1920.    Exports  of  dairy  products 
again  dropped  off,,  the  decline  in  exoorts  of  evaporated  milk  to  the  United 
Kingdom  accounting  for  most  of  the  decrease.
